TOWARDS A GRASSROOTS FOREIGN POLICY 


This month's subject for Towards a Grass- 
roots Foreian Policy is the Trilateral Partner- 
ship of Japan, N. America, and \!. Europe, an 


alliance envisioned by the Trilateral Commission. 


The Trilateral Commission was founded by David 
Rockefeller and Zbigniew Brzezinski (current 
National Security Council Advisor to the Pres- 
ident) as an elite qroup of private business 
and academic leaders from Japan, N. America, 
and W. Europe, what the Commission calls the 
"Advanced industrial democracies" -and which are, 
according to Brzezinski, "The most essential 
component of the world's economy." The Com- 
mission was thrust into worldwide attention 
with the election of Jimmy Carter as President 
of the United States, and most of the top 
foreiqn policy positions in the Carter admin- 
istration are filled by members or former mem- 
bers of the Trilateral Commission. 

Much has been written about the consnira- 


torial aspects of the Conmission, its Rockefeller 


connections, its role in electina "outsider" 
Carter. We will resist the temptation to ao 
into this aspect, however, and focus on the 
merits themselves of trilateralism as a foreian 
policy, and the problems the trilateralists 
must overcome to succeed, These include dis- 
putes within and between the nations of the 
three regions, relations between them and 
the developing countries, and to some extent 
the East-West relations we discussed last month. 
The first public forum in this cluster has 
already happened, but you can hear the tape at 
9:30 Thursday Dec. 1 or 3:00 Friday Dec. 2. It 
concerns the future of European intearation 
through the Common Market. The next two Tues.
